Two crises have occurred in the life of the Golden Gate 
Kindergarten Association ; the first in 1893, when the financial 
panic cut down income to such an extent that it was necessary 
to give up the classes that were merely under the protection of 
the Association, and to consolidate smaller ones. By 1897 
the Kindergartens had been reduced in number to twenty, but 
this was a period of strengthening and improvements and de- 
velopment on the educational side, under the statesmanlike 
leadership of Mrs. Cyrus Walker, who followed Mrs. Cooper as 
President, and served for eight years. Mrs. Walker's policy 
was to strengthen rather than to expand and to bring up the 
standard in all directions, spending money liberally but care- 
fully in carrying out her plans. The beautiful Hearst Build- 
ing, in which all the Hearst classes were housed, belongs to 
this period. It was a large and delightful building, a model 
for its purpose, and was the Society's chief loss in the great 
fire. During these years the Association was further strength- 
ened by legacies from Charles Mayne and Louis Sloss and an 
endowment from Emily T. Pope, and times were very pros- 
perous. At the time of the fire, — ^that dividing line in all San 
Francisco's enterprises and the second crisis in the Associa- 
tion's life, practically all the Kindergartens were destroyed 
and a new period of building up begun. 

A bequest of approximately $8000.00 from Charles Doe 
came during these hard times and was the Association's main- 
stay during the period of reconstruction, and from Mrs. Flor- 
ence Frank was received a legacy of $3000.00, which was her 
final gift to a loved work. These and liberal appropriations 
from the Red Cross and Relief Fund helped during this tragic 
period. 

Beginning one month after the earthquake, the Association 
opened Kindergartens in the relief camps, establishing them in 
tents and barracks. Later, as camps were broken up, the 
Kindergarten followed into the new home neighborhoods. 
Many changes and quick action were necessary for a period 
of about two years. By that time fifteen Golden Gate classes 
had been established and since then the number has not per- 
manently increased. The great step forward was now in con- 
id

nection with the Public Schools, as will be seen in the body 
of this report. 

The Training Class of the Golden Gate Association was or- 
ganized in 1891. Mrs. Cyrus Walker, who was later the Asso- 
ciation's President for eight years, was the leader in the 
establishment of this class and always deeply interested in its 
activities. Miss Anna M. Stovall was apx)ointed to the posi- 
tion of principal, which position she still holds in conjunction 
with that of supervisor. The school is accredited by* the State 
Board of Education and its graduates are teaching in all the 
Pacific Coast States, Hawaii and in the Orient. An affiliation 
with the State Normal School in San Francisco which has 
lately been effected is mentioned in the President's report. 
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Report of Work 

1911-1915 



Policy. — In looking back over the four and a half years cov- 
ered by this report it is evident that one purpose has been 
steadily followed through them all, and that some degree of 
success has been attained in its pursuance. Briefly stated the 
plan of the Association has followed two lines; first, it has 
improved its Kindergartens in housing, equipment and educa^ 
tionally, and second, it has developed a close relation with the 
Board of Education through which a beginning in the estab- 
lishment of Public School Kindergartens has been effected. 

Eelations with the Public School Department. — This 
last and more important line of work started with the granting, 
from time to time, by the Board of Education of permission 
to the Golden Gate Board to place its Kindergarten in Public 
School buildings. Later the Board of Education was pe- 
titioned to adopt these classes. This the Board of Education 
endeavored for the first time to do in 1912, when it included 
a request for $5,000 in the annual budget, but it was not until 
1913 that the desired action was taken and three of the Golden 
Gate classes, the longest established in Public Schools, were 
regularly adopted into the Public School system. In 1914 the 
Board of Education again included a Kindergarten clause in 
its budget, but met with opposition from the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Supervisors. The disappointment of the Golden 
Gate Board at this failure was too great to be borne quietly, 
and a committee was hastily formed to look for help or remedy. 
Being informed that an effort was being made to break the 
budget in the interest of certain other claims that had been 
left out, the Committee prepared a petition which was pre- 
sented to the Supervisors by one of their members, Mr. Charles 
A. Murdock, long friendly to Kindergartens, and after per- 
sonal interviews with other Supervisors by members of the 
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GOLDEN GATE KINDERGARTEN ASSOCIATION. 

committee, a favorable vote was taken much to the gratifica- 
tion of the Kindergarten Board and apparently to the satisfac- 
tion of the Board of Education and the Board of Supervisors. 

The granting of the appropriation was followed by the adop- 
tion of three other Kindergartens heretofore supported in 
Public Schools by the Golden Gate Association. 

This year a further advance has been made, as shown in 
the request on the part of the Board of Education for $6,475 
for the equipment and maintenaace of five new E[indergar- 
tens, and the subsequent appropriation of $5,000 for the pur- 
pose by the Supervisors. Following this four more Golden 
Gate classes have been adopted by the Public Schools and 
four new ones will be opened in other Public Schools at the 
opening of the summer term by the Golden Gate Kindergarten 
Association. 

Legislation. — In kindergarten legislation this Association 
has tried to advance the kindergarten cause as far as lay in 
its power. In 1913 it endorsed a bill then before the State 
Legislature. This bill provided for the establishment of a 
Kindergarten upon the application of the parents of twenty- 
five children, the application being endorsed by Superintend- 
ent of Schools and Board of Education. A bill of the last 
Legislature has been similarly endorsed and both bills were 
passed. Under the provisions of the first bill the number of 
Kindergartens has been increased in other cities but it has 
not been effective in San Francisco. The latter bill pro- 
viding for a special tax may be more helpful locally. 

Continuance of Established Classes. — ^All this interest 
in the adoption of Kindergartens by Public Schools has not 
meant any decrease in the work done by the Golden Gate > \^ •='-n * "" 
Association, nor in the number of classes maintained by it. 
By definite understandiug with the Board of Education a 
new class has been opened in a Public School building for 
every one of the Golden Gate Association adopted by the 
Board of Education, and usually the new location of the 
class has been chosen with the advice of the Board of Educa- 
tion, that it might be acceptable to the Board when the time 
for adoption of other Kindergartens comes around.

In each case the neighborhoods where the greatest number 
of little children or the general bareness of life made the 
Kindergarten needed, have been the ones selected, and all have 
been placed at the urgent request of Principals. In connec- 
tion with the passing of the Washington Irving class into 
the Public School must be mentioned the generosity of the 
Vittoria Colonna Club, who gave its name to the Kindergar- 
ten, and through the collections of one of its members pro- 
vided a generous proportion of its support from July, 1910, 
to July, 1914. 

If this friendly arrangement is continued, as it seems likely 
to be, the two systems — ^the public and the philanthropic 
working side by side should ultimately supply San Fran- 
cisco's needs, and take in all the little children in all home 
neighborhoods. 

Improvements. — Together with the policy of no increase 
in the nimiber of Golden Gate Kindergartens has been an 
attempt to improve in housing and equipment those already 
established. The improvement in housing has applied espe- 
cially to the little camp buildings owned by the Association 
since the days of the fire and in pursuance of this policy one 
of these at Eighteenth and Oakwood, was purchased from 
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the St. Vincent de Paul Society, who had been joint owners 
in the building since the camp days, and in 1914 it was much 
improved by shingling, refencing and painting. The little 
building at 228 Harriet Street, which had also been a camp 
building, was thoroughly cleaned and freshened on the inside. 
In 1913 the Kindergarten building built by the Board of 
Education on the lot of the Agassiz Public School being com- 
pleted, the Miranda Lux class of the Golden Gate Associa- 
tion was placed there, the formal opening being held early 
in August. The Mayor, representatives of the Board of Ed- 
ucation and of the Golden Gate Association were present and 
spoke on this occasion, while Kindergarten children and pri- 
mary grade children sang. The following year the class was 
adopted into the Public School system. 

Hearst Building. — ^Best of all in the line of improvements 
is the attractive new building at 560 Union Street that has 
replaced the shabby group of temporary buildings and re- 
fugee cottages which together had inadequately housed the 
two Hearst classes since the fire of 1906. Several illustrations 
in this report show some of the features of the building, court 
and garden and give an idea of its suitability and simple 
beauty. The plans were drawn by Mr. Wm. C. Hays, archi- 
tect, following suggestions of the Directors and Supervisor^ 
the thought being to obtain the greatest space with the least 
expense with all possible air and light in the interior and 
place for outdoor work in the court and garden. The cost 
of the building was $4,375, and in the future a roof garden 
will be added over a portion of the building, thus affording 
accommodations for another class of children and increasing 
the outdoor feature of the kindergarten. It was built for 
the Hearst classes by Mrs. Phoebe A. Hearst on the site of 
the large and beautiful building destroyed in the great fire 
and has proved a success and a joy in every way. On October 
1, 1913, an informal opening of the new building took place, 
with the children present and Mrs. Hearst as guest of honor. 

During the three months of the building of the new Kin- 
dergarten home the Telegraph Hill Neighborhood House 
opened its doors to the children of the two Hearst classes 
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and the managers of that orgatiization were good enough to 
say they were sorry to see the children leave. On the other 
hand the Golden Gate Board regrets that it cannot always 
carry on a class in that hospitable center, and extends its 
aincerest thanks for the favor and for the volunteer service 
of trained nurse, continued through the years covered by 
this report, additional thanks are due, and hereby tendered. 

Changes op Location. — To complete the record of all 
changes in the period covered by this report several removals 
of kindergartens should be noted, besides those that were 
made by adoption into Public School buildings. In 1911 the 
Merchants Exchange class was moved from Jefferson and 
Anderson Streets to the Bemal Public School, and the 
Eighteenth and Oakwood building bought. In March, 1912, 
the Kindergarten on Seventeenth and Pond was moved 
to Nineteenth and CoUingwood for better accommodations, 
practically the same group of children being kept, and in 
October the Kindergarten held in the Glen Park Public School 
was closed because the room in which it was carried on was 
needed by the Public School for a Manual Training center, 
and another class opened in its place in the Bryant Cosmo- 
politan School. Another paragraph tells of the reopening of 
the Glen Park Kindergarten by the Board of Education 
in 1914. 

The Merchants Exchange class was discontinued in 1913 
upon notice of the commercial body responsible for its sup- 
port of the discontinuance of its subscription. The little 
building in which it had been housed after the j&re had pre- 
viously been sold for a fair sum. 

In June, 1913, the legacies left by Mrs. A. J. Pope and 
by Mrs. Florence Frank being exhausted, the Pope class was 
discontinued, the little building in which both classes were 
housed being left as a memorial to Mrs. Frank. The Emily P. 
Walker Memorial class that had always been connected with 
it and in the same building, was continued and by readjust- 
ments and retrenchments was made to take in more than its 
former proportion of children, so that the neighborhood was 
not abandoned. At the last of the same year the Stanford 
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class was moved from the San Bruno Road to 375 Wilde Ave- 
nue, the change being made at the request of parents and Im- 
provement Clubs of the latter locality, and with the promise 
of an increased attendance. 

State Normal School. — ^At the time of writing this re- 
port a new relation with the Public School system has been 
developed and partially carried into effect. In the autumn 
of 1914 Dr. Frederic Burk, president of the State Normal 
School, situated in San Francisco, laid before the directors 
of the Golden Gate Kindei^arten Association a plan of affilia- 
tion by which the State Normal School might eventually take 
over its Normal Class. At its regular meeting the Golden Gate 
Board signified its approval of the plan in its essential fea- 
tures and its willingness to co-operate. For the time being 
the Normal School having no funds for the support of a new 
department, Dr. Burk's plan was that the class be carried on 
in the usual way, in the class room of the Golden Gate Asso- 
ciation by the present Normal instructor, the State diploma 
being given graduates to mark the formal acceptance of the 
dass. This plan was entered upon in January and continued 
until the end of the term. At the beginning of the new term 
an assistant to Miss Stovall under salary from the Normal 
School wiU be installed and the work brought more generally 
into relation with the Normal School. 

Meeting op International Kindergarten Union. — The 
Panama-Pacific Exposition brings to the Kindergartners of 
San Francisco pleasant duties of hostesses of the twenty-second 
annual convention of the International Eandei^arten Union, 
whose sessions are to be held here August 16-22. The four 
other Free Kindergarten Associations of San Francisco, the 
Panama-Pacific Official Board and the Mayor of San Fran- 
cisco joined with the Golden Gate Kindergarten Association 
in extending the invitation, correspondence on the subject 
having started in February, 1913, with no long lapses up to 
the present time. In the meantime organization of commit- 
tees, consisting of delegates from the five Kindergarten As- 
sociations, has been completed, and plans well advanced for 
the reception of the welcome guests. As this is the first time

more its Treasurer, the latter office being held by her at the 
time of her death. She seemed and was a part of the Golden 
Gate Association, and will be missed in all directions and by 
everyone who was associated with her in this work for little 
children. 

Financial Am. — All the Golden Gate Kindergartens, ex- 
cept those that are permanently provided for, are supported 
from legacies and subscriptions gathered annually. The lega- 
cies of these past years have been two — one from Daniel 
Meyer of $250 and one from Mrs. E. J. Bowen. The latter, 
not yet received, the estate being in litigation, is mentioned 
here to voice the gratitude of the Directors for the remem- 
brance of a friend. The financial statement shows that some 
portions of legacies received in former years have been laid 
aside and in these days when collections are not so easily 
made have often helped to round out a balance or provide 
for some improvement that current income would not cover. 
To the friends who help us from year to year, many of them 
never refusing the appeal, the sincere thanks of this Associa- 
tion are thus publicly expressed.

COURSE OF TRAINING. 

The two years' course includes the study of Kindergarten 
theory ; the songs, games, materials and stories of the Kinder- 
garten; drawing, singing, psychology of childhood, nature 
study, hygiene, sanitation, hand work, daily practice and ob- 
servation in the Kindergarten and primary metlfbds and 
practice. 

Requirements for Admission — Applicants for admission should have 
good firm health, a high school education, musical ability, a deep, sincere 
love of children, natural aptitude for teaching and refinement of char- 
acter. Those holding a teacher's certificate and presenting testimonials 
of recent successful experience may enter to complete the course in less 
than the required time. All applicants must present credentials testi- 
fying to their physical, intellectual and moral fitness for the work. All 
students are required to observe or assist regularly during their entire 
term of study in Kindergartens and to attend afternoon conferences. 

Public Kindergarten Certificate. — Graduates, by reason of the accredit 
of the Golden Gate Kindergarten Association by State Board of Educa- 
tion, June, 1903, and of the affiliation with San Francisco State Normal 
School, may be granted the public Bandergarten certificate by County or 
City Boards of Education.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 

OF THE 

Golaen Gate ICinaergarten A^ssociation 



ARTICLE I. 
Nam© and Object. 

Section 1. This organization shall be called the ''Golden Gate Kinder- 
garten Association." 

Sec. 2. The object shall be the establishment and maintenance of Free 
Eandergartens in San Francisco and environs; the sustaining of a Free 
Normal Training School for Kindergartners and the further promotion 
of the work among needy, neglected children, as far as possible in pur- 
suance of the Articles of Incorporation of this Association. 

ABTICfLE n. 
Membership. 

Section 1. Any person elected by the Board of Directors becomes a 
member by signing these By-Laws and paying dues as provided in Sec- 
tion 2 of this Article. 

Sec. 2. Each member shall pay annually as dues into the Treasury 
of this Association the sum of three ($3.00) dollars. 

Any person who has done special service in the Kindergarten cause 
may, by vote of the Board of Directors, be constituted an honorary mem- 
ber of the Association. 

ABTICLE in. 
Board of Directors and Officers. 

Section 1. The Board of Directors shall consist of fifteen members. 
Vacancies in the Board shall be filled by the Board from the members 
of the Association, and the members so chosen shall be and act as 
Directors until the next annual election of the Board of Directors by the 
members of the Association; it being provided, however, that if a mem- 
ber of the Board of Directors shall be absent from three successive 
meetings of the Board of Directors without previous written excuse, such 
directorship may be declared vacant and a successor thereto appointed. 
Eight Directors shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 2. The officers of the Association shall consist of a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, two Secretaries, and a Treasurer, all of whom shall 
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be eb/>8en annuallj br the Board of Direetors at a gpedal meeting imme- 
diately following the eleetion of the Board of Directors, and no notice 
ot Buch rufreting need be given. The Board of Directors may, in its dis- 
cretion, elect an Honorary President and such number of Honorary Vice- 
Pre«identM from the members of the Association as they may deem proper. 

All elections shall be by ballot. 

ABTICLE IV. 
Meetings. 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the members of the Association 
shall be held on the third Monday in January of each year (beginning 
with A. D. 1904) at the office of the Association in the City and County 
of San Francisco, at the hour of 10 o'clock A. m., and at this meeting 
the Board of Directors of the Association for the ensuing year shall be 
elected. Notice of such meeting must be given by publishing ten days' 
notice of same, or by advertising at least once a week for two weeks in 
some newspaper published in the City and County of San Francisco, and 
the first publication of said notice shall be ten days before such meeting, 
or by mailing a notice to the last known place of residence or business of 
each member at least ten days before such meeting. Twelve members 
■hall constitute a quorum at any meeting of the members of the Cor- 
poration, and the election of officers of the. Corporation by a meeting so 
constituted shall be as valid as if made at an election at which a majority 
of the members of the Corporation were present and voted. 

See. 2. Special meetings of the members may be called by the Presi- 
dent, or by either of the Vice-Presidents, or by six members of the 
Board of Directors, or by twelve members of the Association, and notice 
of such special meetings must be given by publishing ten days' notice 
of the same, or by advertising at least once a week, for two weeks, in 
some newspaper published in the City and County of San Francisco, and 
the first publication of said notice shall be ten days before such meeting; 
or by mailing a notice to the last known place of residence or business 
of each member at least two days before such meeting. 

Sec. 3. The regular monthly meeting of the Board of Directors i^iall 
be held at the office of the Association, in the City and County of Saji 
Francisco, on the second Monday of every month, at the hour of 10 
o'clock A. M., and no notice of such meetings need be given. 

Sec. 4. Special meetings of the Board of Directors may be called by 
the Pi'esident. 

The President shall call a meeting of the Board of Directors at the 
written request of three members of the Board. 

Sec. 5. Seed's Rules of Order shall be the authority of the AsBoexa- 
tipn when the instructions embodied in the Constitution and By-Laws are 
not deemed suffici^it to decide questions of a parliamentary nataze. 
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AETICLE V. 
Duties of the Board of Directors and Officers. 

Section 1. Board of Directors — The duties of the Board of Directors 
shall consist: 

First — In the general management of the work of the Association. 
Second — In the annual election of the officers of the Association. 

Sec. 2. President — It shall be the duty of the President to preside at 
all meetings of the Board of Directors; to appoint all committees not 
otherwise provided for by these By-Laws; and to call special meetings 
as heretofore detailed. The President shall be ez-officio a member of all 
standing committees. 

Sec. 3. Vice-Presidents — The Vice-Presidents, first and second in the 
order named, shall, in the absence of the President, perform the duties 
of the President. 

Sec. 4. Secretaries — ^It shall be the duties of the Secretaries to keep 
minutes of the proceedings of all meetings of the members, and of the 
Board of Directors; to have the custody of all papers and documents 
of every description belonging to the meeting, and to let none of them 
be taken from the table without the order of the meeting. 

It shall be the duties of the Secretaries to notify the members of the 
Board of Directors of all special meetings at least two days before such 
meeting, personally or by depositing a written notice in the United States 
Postoffice in the City and County of San Francisco addressed to each 
of such members at his or her last known place of business or residence, 
postage prepaid, and such deposit of such notice shall be deemed to be 
service of notice. 

It shall also be the duty of the Secretaries to notify the Chairman of 
each committee of the duties of such committee and the names of all 
members constituting the committee. 

Sec. 5. Treasurer; — It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive 
all the monies belonging to the Association, and to deposit the same at 
such place as may be designated by the Board of Directors; to keep an 
account of all receipts and expenditures, and to submit a monthly report 
of the same at the regular meeting of the Board of Directors, and an 
annual report at the annual meeting. 

ARTICLE VI. 
Standing Committees — ^Duties of the Same. 

Section 1. There shall be five Standing Conmiittees, viz.: Executive 
Committee, Auditing Committee, Visiting Committee, Reception Com- 
mittee, and Educational Committee; all of which, with exception of the 
Educational Committee, shall report at the monthly meeting of the 
Board of Directors. 
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Sec. 2. Executive Committee — The Executive Committee shall consist 
of five members who shall be selected annually by the Board of Directors 
from the Board of Directors. All vacancies occurring in the committee 
shall be filled by the Board of Directors. Three members shall con- 
stitute a quorum. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to 
carry on the work of the Association in the interim of Directors* meet- 
ings, subject, however, to all orders and resolutions of the Board of 
Directors. The committee shall report to the Board af Directors at a 
regular or special meeting. 

Sec. 3. Auditing Committee — The Auditing Committee shall be ap- 
pointed annually by the Board of Directors. It shall consist of three 
members, one of whom shall be a member of the Board of Directors. 
It shall examine the accounts, reports and vouchers of the Treasurer, and 
report on the same when called upon by the Executive Committee to do 
so, and shall examine and report on all claims and accounts against the 
Association previous to their being passed for payment. 

Sec. 4. Visiting Committee — The Visiting Committee shall be ap- 
pointed annually by the President. Each Kindergarten shall have its 
special committee. It shall be the duty of the Visiting Committee to 
visit the Kindergartens at least once a month, making critical inspection 
of the same, and reporting on the progress and needs of the work. It 
shall also be the duty of the Visiting Committee to bring before the 
Board of Directors for their consideration and action, any necessary 
improvements or suggestions in regard to the Kindergartens. 

Sec. 5. Reception Committee — The Eeception Committee shall be 
appointed annually by the President. Chairman of such committee shall 
be chosen from the Board of Directors. It shall be the duty of the 
Beception Committee to accompany and welcome to the various Kinder- 
gartens any who may wish to visit the same. 

Sec. 6. Educational Committee — The Educational Committee shall be 
appointed annually by the Board of Directors. It shall be the duty of 
the Educational Committee to assist the officers of the Association with 
counsel and advice in matters pertaining to the educational part of the 
work. 

AETICLE VII. 

Amendments. 

This Constitution and these By-Laws may be altered or amended by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present at any regular meeting of the 
Board of Directors, previous notice of such alteration or amendment 
having been given in writing at the last preceding regular meeting. 
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
